I. The Excellency of Wisdom (Prov. 
3:13-18). 


Let no man confuse this “wisdom” 
with the so-called wisdom resulting 
from an education in the arts, sciences 
and philosophy taught in the modern 
colleges and tniversities, The way to 
have this in its (rue sense is to get 
lt from the Bible, God's revealed 
Vord (Psa, 119:98-100), Wisdom 
personified means Christ (Prov. 8). 
All real wisdom leads to Christ, who 
ia made unto us wisdom, rightcous- 
ness and sanctification (I. Cor, 1:30). 
Wisdont is desirable because: 

1, Of its inherent qualities (vv. 13- 
15). (1) “Better than the merchan- 
dise of silver and the gain of gold” 
(v. 14). Men set great value upon 
these, but they are corruptible and 
shall soon pass away. (2) “More 
precious than rubies” (v, 15), Though 
among the most valuable among the 
precious stones, the ruby is of sec- 
ondary value when compared with the 
wisdom of God, (3) Of immeasur- 
able value (v. 15). The best things 
that the human heart can desire are 
not worthy to compare in value unto 
wisdom, 

2. It ministers to our earthly wel 
fare (vv. 16-18), (1) “Length of days 
is in her right hand” (vy, 16). Godli- 
ness tends to long life. (2) “In her 
left hand riches and honor” (v, 16). 
“Riches and honor’? may not always 
be according”’to the world’s standard, 
(3) “Her ways are ways of pleasant- 
ness” (vy, 17), The notion that the 
life of the Christian is hard and that 
pleasure docs’ not enter into his ex- 
perience is all wrong.

Canned Goods 
a Great Help 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


America hae reason to be proud of 
its canning industry which has reach- 
ed a high point of perfection. Can- 
neries are located close to where the 
product is most plentiful and after- 
wards sent to other places, where per- 
haps this product is unavailable tn the 
fresh state, Then, too, by the ald of 
the canners we are able to have food 
all year round, The season of pro- 
duction is short for many things, and 
unfortunately, human beings must be 
fed all year round. 

Try to jot down all the canned 
foods you can think of. Then take 
a first-class grocer’s catalogue and 
look under “canned products.” Per- 
haps it will surprise you to learn that 
the couple who have but a tiny kit- 
chenette in which to prepare their 
food, may obtain a can of codfish 
cakes, The fish freed from bones is 
flaked and mixed with mashed potato, 

In the twinkling of an eye, from a 
small can one can mould gix fish cakes 
and heat them in a-little fat on the 
frying pan. 

Then there is canned beef stew. 
Lots in one can for two or three peo- 
ple. From canned corned beef, one 
can make the most delicious hash by 
the addition of a little chopped onion 
and as much cooked potato as meat. 

People often complain that a food 
tastes canned. Foods taste canned 
because they have lost all:the oxygen 
they possessed im the process of can- 
ning. But this oxygen may be put 
back into the food by spreading it out 
on a shallow dish and expasing it to 
the fresh air for a couple of hours. 
This is called the process of re-oxy- 
genating it. The food tastes like 
fresh. Just try it. 

A fussy man told me the other day 
that he could readily tell that I had 
used fresh crab meat in the salad he 
was cating. He declared he could 
tell it from that “awful” canned stuff, 
But he was only cating crab meat that 
had been aired or re-oxygenated fora 
couple of hours on a big china ‘platter 
in the cold, fresh air, 

Take the case of spinach. Diet 
books, the doctor, and cveryone gen- 
erally interested in our physical well- 
being tcll us to cat spinach. But out- 
side of the fact that fresh spimach is 
almost unobtainable most of the 
year or too expensive for the average 
purse, it takes a great deal of time and 
patience to prepare. 

It is all very well to tell a busy 
mother to feed her family spinach, 
but with the thousand and one things 
the mother has to do, we can scarce- 
ly blame her if she instead puts a doz- 
cn potatocs inte the oven to bake be- 
cause they require practieally no 
preparation. 

But in the cans, the spinach is en- 
tirely prepared. No dirt, sand or un- 
worthy leaves, ‘Try this method of 
serving it: Drain off the liquid from a 
can of spinach. Set this aside to be 
used as the basis of a cream of spin- 
ach soup. Spread the spinach out on 
a china platter and re-oxygenate it. 

Chop it fine and add a little salt and 
a teaspoon of sugar. For a No. 3 
can of spinach, allow a cup and a half 
of white sauce, Rub together three 
level tablespoons each of flour and 
butter. Add one and one-half meds- 
uring cups of milk. 

Cook stitring and if you have not 
put much galt into the spinach, add 
half a level teaspoon to the white 
sauce. Reheat the spinach in this. 
Put it into a serving dish. 
whites of two hard boiled eggs and 
put around the spinach as a garnish. 
From the hard yolks, make. golden 
rain. Press these through a strainer 
so that (hey descend on the spinach in 
tiny little bright yellow bits.

er because his fit does not spend a 
lot of money in jadvertising, just re- 
member the story of the three mouse- 
traps. | 

In a certain tpwn three firms were 
manufacturing | mouse-traps. Their 
manufacturing ‘costs were just about 
the same and they each did about an 
equal amount 6f business. 

The traps cost 15 cents to make; 
sold to the dealer at 20 cents, and 
were sold to'the consumer at 80 
cents, Each /manufacturer made 6 
cents per trap, or 881-8 per cent. 
profit on his turnover. Each dealer 
made 10 cents, or 60 per cent. profit. 
Each dealer,| of course, carried all 
three traps, for there was about an 
equal demand. for each. 

One day one manufacturer made up 
his mind to spend 1 cent per trap in 
advertising. This reduced his profit 
to 4 cents a trap. He did not ad- 
vance his pricés and neither did the 
dealers. | 


He statred his advertising and kept 
it up for two years. During this time 


the other two manufacturers kept on 
taking their 6 \cent profit per trap 
and quietly laughed at the “poor ad- 
vertiser.” \ 

During the se¢ond year, however, 
a@ popular demand “seemed” to arise 
for this advertised trap, The manu- 
facturer actually found demand get- 
ting ahead of production. In seeking 
to keep up with it he installed new 
machinery and found out that under 
improved methods and with quantity 
production he could turn out as good 
a trap at a cost of 9 cents as former- 
ly cost him 15 cents. So he reduced 
his selling price to the dealer from 
20 cents to 15 cents, andthe dealet 
reduced his from 30 cents to 25 cents. 
Even at this reduced price you will 
see that the manuaftceurer now made 
50 per ecnt. on his turnover as 
against the old profit of 83 1-8 per 
cent., and the desler made 66 2-3 per 
cent. as against 50 per cent. before. 

Naturally, the two other firms 
couldn’t compete on price, 80 they 
went out of business, The dealer 
found he only had to tie up one-third 
as much capital to stock the one 
brand as he used to tie up to carry 
tne three makes on his hselves. 

Now—who paid for the advertis- 
ing? 

Did the manufacturer? If you say 
“yes,” how do you account for the 
fact that he reduced his selling price 
5 cents per trap and still increased 
his gross profit from 88 1-8 per cent. 
to 50 per cent.? 

Did the dealer pay for it? If you 
think so, how do: you reconcile your 
opinion with the fact that he reduced 
his selling price from 80 cents to 25 
cents and increased his profit from 
50 per cent. to 662-8 per cent.? 

Did the consumer pay for it? Ob- 
viously not, for he onw got as good 
a trap for 25 cents as he used to get 
for 30 cents. 

It looks like a case of money being 
spent and nobody having to pay for 
it, doesn’t it? If we look close, how- 
ever, we will find that the men who 
really paid for, the advertising were 
the two manufacturers who did not 
advertise. Th@ number of mice in 
that town remained just about the 
safe, and go algo did the number of 
traps sold per year. But every time 
either of these firms lost an account 
it went to the manufacturer who ad- 
vertised. This \ steady increase in 
business enabled| him to buy cheaper 
(because he bought his raw material 
in larger quantities), to manufacture 
cheaper (becaus@ of better machin- 
ery, standardized) methods, etc.), and 
to sell cheaper (because each sales- 
man now sold three traps where he 
formerly sold only one). 

Who paid for the advertising? 
Think it over, |And the next time 
you run into this camouflaged knock- 
er just ask him about the three 
mouse-traps. The same principle 
works in pianos,\ pins, candies and 
cars.

The manufacture of a fire lighter 
fromm clay deposits, found on his land, 
is being undertaken by a Waldeck 
farmer, This deposit is the only 
known one of its kind on the Amerl- 
can continent, although considerable 
quantities of this clay are also found 
in Germany, ‘The fire lighter is in 
the form of a brick. It is soaked in 
kerosene for a few minutes, and whea 
it has absorbed a quantity, a match is 
applied. The brick. will burn for half 
an hour with a steady flame, and when 
exhausted be replenished with 
kerosene and used indefinitely. Other 
uses to which this clay can be put 
are: Kalsomine, filler for paper, Dutch 
cleanser, white shoe polish and brick 
or tile of the very best quality.

At the Lester Institute in London, | 
years of expcriments in the study of 
scurvy lave shown that the slightest 
trace of this disease results in definite 
changes in the structure of the tecth. 

We have long known that the mere 
presence of bacteria does not mean 
infection. To have bacteria become 
active we must*have a point of en- 
trance and a lowered resistance. hs 

Scurvy lowers the resistance of the 
teeth by causing changes in the tooth 
structure, and so encourages the ac- 
tivity of the bacteria of decay. In 
addition, the lowering of the vitality | 
of the membrane surrounding the 
tooth, causes a loosening of the teeth 
in their sockets, which will result in 
their total loss if the disease is not 
checked. . 

Scurvy is a disease that is caused 
by lack of proper nourishment. We 
usually think of this disease as one 
that was commonest in the Civil War 
days and that it is not likely to occur 
in our own time. 

But, strange as it may seem, in 
times of peace, and in all parts of the 
world, scurvy is a prevatent discase. 

There is a very common form, 
known as latent scurvy, that is diffi-, 
cult ‘to #ecognize except by the con- 
dition of the gums and teeth, This 
is particularly prevalent in uae 
nourished children, The causes’ of | 
this disease are: Insufficient food, 
food that may be eaten in sufficient | 
quantity but that does not provide the 
right elements for nourishment, food 
that may be sufficient in quantity and 
quality but that is not properly masti- 
cated and consequently does not cém- 
pletely digest. 

In fact, it is not the quantity of 
food that counts; it is the nourish- | 
ment. derived from it that gives 
strength. The condition of the teeth | 
and gums may be cither the cause or| 
the result of this discase of under- 
nourishment. 

If the child’s tecth decay rapidly 
and the gums are inflamed and the} 
bony process around the teeth begins ' 
to absorb, giving the appearance of 
premature ageing, it is time to have 
the physician and the dentist.
